Harrisburg, Pa., Aug. 25.—A per- 


iod of industrial activity second only 
to the wave of production during the 
war was predicted for Pennsylvania, 
keystone industrial State of the Un- 
ion, in a survey laid before the De- j 
partment of Labor here today. 
The 


recent wape increases announced by 
the steel corporations of the country 
was only one indication out of many 
that production is ready to boom. Re- 
ports to the Department from inves- 
tigators, inspectors and mediators in 
all parts of the State demonstrated, 
as one official stated, that industry 
has found its footing. These reports

Harrisburg, Pa., Aug. 25.—A per- 


iod of industrial activity second only 
to the wave of production during the 
war was predicted for Pennsylvania, 
keystone industrial State of the Un- 
ion, in a survey laid before the De- j 
partment of Labor here today. 
The 


recent wape increases announced by 
the steel corporations of the country 
was only one indication out of many 
that production is ready to boom. Re- 
ports to the Department from inves- 
tigators, inspectors and mediators in 
all parts of the State demonstrated, 
as one official stated, that industry 
has found its footing. These reports 
as they 
accumulated indicated that 


Pennsylvania industry was climbing 
satisfactorily 
towards 
greater pro- 


duction, even under the handicap of 
coal shortage..«nd .transportation dif- 
ficulties.

First.—Transportation nearly nor- 


mal, with freight shipments, 
except 


proceeding without interruption, 


d.—Building construction pro-

increasing 
wages and 


preparing to fill large orders. 


Fourth.—Textile mills expanding, 


increasing wages to employes and op- 
erating on full time basis. 


Fifth.—-Almost all lines of manu- 


facturing in the State on a near nor- 
mal basis. 


The State Employment Agency re 


ported u demand for labor. A com. 
mittee on labor shortage has been in 
existence throughout 
the depression 


in spite of the strike of miners and 
other workers. Wages 
for common 


labor have been run up from 25 to 45 
and 50 cents per hour.

New York, N. Y., Aug. 25.—Pros- 


pects of rail peace .were shattered here 
this afternoon when the conference be- 
tween the Big Four brotherhoods and 
executives of twenty carriers becanu 
deadlocked and broke up in disagree- 
ment. 
Two days' efforts of roads hit 


hardest by the strike to bring about 
separate peace failed. 


The question of

again proved the .stumbling block. Tho" 
executives 
flatly refused to consider 


the 
demands of 
Hie 
brotherhood 


chiefs who acted as mediators for the 
striking shopmen that the men return 
to work wjth full seniority rights. 


"The committee of mn".li;i(ors worked 


earnestly and helpfully with the con- 
ference in an effort to bring about a 
settlement," said David Willard, pres- 
ident of the B. & O., who acted as 
spokesman for the executives. "The 
railway executives who took part in 
the conference sincerely regret that 
the representatives 
of the 
striking 


emipioycs were unwilling to agree to a 
settlement except under conditions 
which the railway executives wore un- 
willing and'unable to accept. 
It was 


difficult to imagine any fairer basis of 
compromise than the one developed in 
vcaterday's conference and agreed to 
by the carrier representatives. 
It 


miust be assumed, therefore, that the 
present controversy cannot be settled 
by that-method."
